ENTER WHITE RUSSIA 

As the Russians were forcing the 
Dnieper at an unspecified number 
of points and Red paratroops har- 
ried the German rear, other Soviet 
columns poured into White Russia 
through wide gaps in the 
Smolensk and Gomel sectors. 

The newspaper Pravda sounded 
a warning to Adolf Hitler that 
there would be no pause until the 
Red army reaches the old frontiers 
and the Germans are decisively 
beaten 

Pounding out 12 weeks of the 
great summer offensive, the Red 
army was entrenched along prac- 
tically the entire east bank of the 
Dnieper and was battling to hurl 
the Nazis out of their remaining 
east bank positions before Kiev, 
Kremenchug, Dniepr opetrocsk 
and Zaporozhe, 

The Nazis were under constant 
bombardment by the Red air force 
which enjoyed unchallenged mas- 
tery of the skies over the battle 
areas 
FLEE ACROSS RIVER 

In the Kremenchug area between 
Kiev and the river bend the Ger- 
mans were reported fleeing across 
the Dnieper under a _ merciless 
pounding by Soviet assault planes. 
There and before Kiev the German 
remnants were reported fighting 
bitter delaying actions to cover the 
retreat to the west bank 

The battle of Dniepropetrovsk 
appeared to have entered a de- 
cisive stage as the Russians 
smashed the last belt of German 
defences based on the marshes 
flanking the approaches to the 
town. Bloody hand to hand com- 
bats were raging in the eastern 
suburbs of the city. 

On the plains southeast of Zapo- 
rozhe the Red army swept over a 
wide area, increasing the threat to 
the Crimea 

Front dispatches said Soviet

“Frozen” or Not? 


It is not known to how many concerns 
in industry and business the new ‘“‘freez- 
ing’ order applies. Officials say that to 
publish the list would create confusion and 
misunderstanding, because it may change 
from time to time. 

The order applies only to male employ- 
ees. And to “designated” establishments 
having A or B priority rating. Men en- 
gaged in such establishments may not quit 
their jobs without first obtaining per- 
mission from Selective Service officials. 
Nor can they be dismissed until the consent 
of the officials has been secured by their 
employers. 

The man who wants to leave his present 
place of employment had better therefore 
find out first whether it is the 
“designated” establishments, and the boss 
who wants to fire someone had better do 
likewise. The place may be “‘frozen”’ 
neither of them free to act without 
mission. 

The object of course is to check the 
dislocation of production and trade caused 
by men quitting jobs or be dismi ; 
The interruption must have been serious, 
computed on a nation-wide basis, or there 
would be no occasion for so radical an 
extension of the controls.

The 
patient complains of constant fa 
igue, faintness, palpitation of the 
heart, loss of appetite, headache 
mental irritability, and the inability 
ot concentrate on one subject for 
long Very frequently there are 
digestive upsets, which further add 


| to the patient's misery. 


By secondary anemia is 
that the blood condition is second- 
ary to some other cause which may 
be constitutional, or dietary. Insuf 
ficient intake of the iron bearing 
foods such as meat, certain vege- 
tables, dried fruits, egg yolks, come 
under this héading, and recently 
this type of patient has been great- 
ly helped by the use of liver in 
various forms, including liver ex- 
tract, high in iron and in vitamin 
content.
